place was also provisioned and con­

During the unexplained absence 
of Lieutenant Romero, the fort was 
surrounded by about I.OOO insurgents 
nuder the command of Maximo (tom es 
i lie latter sent u messenger to tile 
garrison of Kl Mulato announcing that 
L- gave the soldiers 1ft m inutes rn 
which to surrender.w ith the alternative 
of being tired upon by the full insurgent 
force if they refused to do so. 
It is 
added that tile soldiers were w illing to 
fight and were attorn to do so when 
Lieutenant Romero arrived at the fort, 
and his presence being ma ie known to 
Maximo dom es, tile latter sent him a 
second note. demanding a surrender. 
Thereupon the lieutenant surrendered 
the garrison, against the desire of his 
...Idlers, wiio were much indignant at 
being compelled to capitulate w ithout 
firing a shot 
W hen the garrison was 
in the hands of the insurgents, Maximo 
(louies ordered the village of Kl Mulato 
to be burned, aud after depriving Lieu­ 
tenant Romero of his arms, set him at 
liberty. 
The lieutenant was afterw ard' ar­ 
rested by the authorities of Puerto 
Principe aud it is thought th at he will 
t>* promntly tried by courtm artial and 
•hot, like L ieutenant Calleje, who com­ 
manded a garrison which was surprised 
in a similar m anner while the lieuten­ 
ant in command was away. 
In addition the town of Sangeronimo, 
equated about 15 kilometers southw est 
ut El Mulato, has m et the same fate as 
the latter place.

and was horned to the ground after its
